The other two, 
burghers, were flogged by De Wet's 
orders." 
Last Friday night the Boers cut the 


wires between Irene and Olifantsfon- 
tein stations. Early Saturday morn- 
ing 800 Boers, under Commandant 
Beyer, invested Kaalfontein station. A 
hot rifle fire and shell fire, with two 
field pieces and a Maxim, was main- 
tained- for six hours. 
An armored train and reinforce- 


ments were sent from Pretoria, but be- 
fore they arrived upon the scene the 
garrison had driven off the Boers, who 
retired unmolested with a transport 
train half a mile long. The Boers blew 
up the line beyond Kaalfontein, com- 
pelling the mail train to return here. 


It is supposed their object was to ob- 


tain supplies, a great quantity of which 
Is stored at Kaalfontein.

We aml 3"uu ""ill pass the lust resting place 


Amy Reorganization Bill Still 


Leads in the Senate, 


"Washington, Jan. 14.—The army re- 


organization bill will continue to en- 
gage the attention of the senate at 
least during the first days of "the pres- 
ent week. The opinion is quite gener- 
ally expressed among senators that the 
bill will be acted upon by the middle 
of the week, and even the critics of the 
measure join in this prediction. Many 
phases of the question involved in the 
army bill remain to be considered, and 
the general understanding is that there 
will still be no little discussion before 
the bill can be disposed of. The speech 
of Senator Platt, of Connecticut, on 
Friday last in defense of the bi*i on 
general principles will call for replies, 
and there are also special 
features 


which will require more or less atten- 
tion. Among these are Senator Dan- 
iel's amendment concerning the ap- 
pointment of volunteers to offices in 
the regular army; the question of the 
disposition of officers who have held 
staff postions, and the provision for the 
enlistment of Filipinos in the Ameri- 
can army. 


Senator Allison intends to call up the 


legislative, executive and judicial ap- 
propriation bill when the army bill is 
acted on, but whether this and other 
appropriation bills to follow it shall 
occupy the exclusive attention of the 
senate so long as they are on the cal- 
endar is a question which has not yet 
been absolutely determined. The pres- 
ent indications are, however, that the 
appropriation bills will be considered 
In advance of all other measures when- 
ever they are before the senate. 


When there are no appropriation 


bills to be taken up the ship subsidy 
biil will be discussed. There are still 
numerous speeches to be made upon 
this measure, and already there is talk 
of night sessions for its consideration 
when it is taken up. 


There is little in the legislative bill 


to arouse discussion, but there is a 
possibility that senators hostile to the 
subsidy bill may use the appropriation 
bill for the purpose of delay. 


A program of miscellaneous matters 


•will occupy the attention of the houses 
during the week. The river and har- 
bor bill, which was debated for three 
days last week, will consume one. and 
possibly two. days. Although the bill 
was criticised very severely during the 
debate last week it is in no danger of 
failure. Most of the attacks came from 
members who were disappoinied in 
what the bill grants to their localities, 
and the actual opponents of the meas- 
ure will be overwhelmed when 
the 


final vote is reached. 


After the river and harbor bill is dis- 


posed of the bill to revise and cocfify 
the postal laws will be taken up under 
a special order. It will be followed by 
the District of Columbia appropriation 
bill, and the latter in turn by the post- 
office appropriation bill if there is any 
remaining time.

IMPRISONED IN SNOWDRIFTS. 


Terrible Suffering* of Thousand* of 


PasseiijprrH on Husitlaii Railway*. 
London, Jan. 14.—The Odessa corre- 


spondent of The Daily Mail sends a 
heartrending story of the sufferings of 
railway passengers snowbound while 
on the way to Odessa. The blizzard, 
in which 120 were frozen to death, 
raged continuously for more than 100 
hours over the whole of southern Rus- 
sia. He describes the gradual arrival 
of trains at Razdyelnaia, with hun- 
dreds of passengers from the north, 
who had entrained six days before. 


"They had been snowed in for five 


days," he continues, "and fighting 
among themselves for tae scanty food 
supplies provided at the railway buf- 
fets. Women and children were weep- 
ing with hunger, while gangs of men 
battled with snowdrifts, which were 35 
feet deep in some places. 


""Finally some 5.000 passengers had 


assembled at Razdyelnaia. A regiment 
was sent from Kieff southward and 
3,000 troops went northward 
from 


Odessa with shovels. On the third day 
the relieving parties succeeded in cut- 
ting s. passage for a couple of t rains, 
which started with 2,000 persons, after 
a mad rush, the weakest going to the 
wall.

and were again stuck in the snow, un- 
able to go forv.-ard or backward.

These gowns were in- 
sisted upon by the customer and the 
dressmaker stoutly protested against 
them, declaring that, though expen- 
' sive. they were not the mode. Another 
wealthy mourner ordered last winter 
from one of the leading fur houses 
of the city a large cloak of heavy 
crepe, reaching to the floor and lined 
throughout with dark fur. The furrier 
tore his hair and invoked the gods 
in protest, but suc»i a cloak the custo- 
mer would have ar.J such a cloak was 
made for her, the price was $500. 


Such mourning fads are the excep- 


tion, and the desire of the average 
woman who is obliged to wear mourn- 
ing is to have it as simple and incon- 
spicuous as is corsistent with good 
material and cut.
